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France - West Germany: De Gaulle’s state- 
ments during his visit to West Germany suggest 
tliat he may hope to enlist Bonn's future full co- 
operation in the development of nuclear weapons. 

In Hamburg on 7 September he appealed for 
"organic cooperation" of French and German armies, 
noting that modern arms require increasingly larger 
technical, industrial, and financial resources. De 
Gaulle has long been convinced that Europe must de- 
velop its own defenses, and has been determined to 
achieve an independent nuclear weapons capability 
for France.

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Cuba: Two unarmed US Navy patrol planes 
were buzzed on 8 September over international 
waters near Cuba by aircraft tentatively identified 
as Soviet-made Fresco (MIG- 17) jet fighters. 

A somewhat similar incident occurred on 30 
August when a Navy patrol plane was fired at by 
two vessels, probably Cuban. Castro denied that 
the incident took place and the Cuban Foreign Office 
refused to accept the US protest. 

The Cubans continue to charge the US with 
violations of Cuban waters, airspace, and terri- 
tory. The number of such incidents claimed by 
the Cubans since 1 July has now reached 155. 
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
